NOTE (1) - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES A. REPORTING ENTITY The l,afhyelte Parish Waterworks District South (tile Dish ict) is a colnponcut unit of the Consolidated Government of Lafayetl.e, Louisiana (the Consolidated Government). The District is legally separate from the Consolidated Go',,e~ muc~t bu! its governing body is appointed by the council of the Consolidaled Government. Tile basic entity being reported on is the Dislriet. The financial report includes all funds over which tl~e District exercises oversight responsibilil~. I his responsibility includes financial interdependency, selection of governing authority, designation of management, ability to significantly influence operations and accountability for fiscal matters. The Lafhyelte Parish Waterworks District South was issued a charier by the State of Louisiana and a franchise f]o]]l []1(, Parish of Lafayette on October 10, 1974. Tile District's purpose is to provide a water system for the southern di~,II icl of Lafayette Parish. B. BASIS OF PRESENTATION: FUND ACCOUNTING The accouuls are organized and operated on tile basis of fimds and account groups. A fund is an independent fiscal and accounting entity with a self-balancing set of accounts. Fund accounting segregates fuuds according to their inlcndcd purpose and is used to aid management in demonstrating compliance with finance-related legal and contlactmd provisions. The minimum number of fimds are maintained consistent with legal and managerial requirements. Accounl groups are a reporting device to account for certain assets and liabilflics of the governmental funds not recorded dircctly in lhose fimds. The gowmmlcnt has the following fired types and account groups: Pr_Loj~rietary FuD~ EntetT~riseftmds" are used to account for those operations tllal are financed and operated ill a nlanller similar to private business or where the board has decided that the determination of revenues earned, costs incurred, and/or net income is necessary for management accountability. The operations of Ille water systenr are accounted for in an enterprise fund. C. MEASUREMENT FOCUS/BASIS OF ACCOUNTING Measurement focus refers to what is being measured; basis of aecounling refers to when revenues and expendihlr cs ate recognized in tile accounts and reported in the financial statements. Basis of accounting relates to tile timing of lhe uleasurelnent made, regardless of tile measurement tbcus applied. Proprielary funds are accounted for on the flow of economic resources measurement fi~cus and use the accrual basis of accounting. Under this method, revenues are recorded when earned and expenses are recorded at the time liabililies are incurred. NOTE (5) - EXPANSION OF WATER LINES During 1997, pursuant to a joint cooperative agreement between the District and the Consolidated Government, the l)~sft icl expanded water lines to the rural southern portion of Lafayette Parish which did not have a community water systeln "1 hc expansion required the District to purchase water wholesale fi'om the Consolidated Government to supply the target ~rca. Tile construction of the proposed project was financed through a $600,000 Louisiana Community Development Block (h ~ml received by the Consolidated Government and a $431,000 FmlIA/RECD loan as described in Note (6)(4) below. Thc tle'.~ service area is expected to be self sustaining based on projected revenues and expenses. "File Consolidated Government retained ownership of that portion of the water distribution system constructed with the $570,000 of fimds provided by the Louisiana Comnmnity Development Block Grant program for the actual constructiot~ of the system and an additional $30,000 it funded for engineering costs. The District holds lille to tile balance of the water distribution system

CASII RECONCILIATIONS 
During the audit it was noted that only the Operating and Revenue accounts are reconciled on a regular basis. We suggest that a reconciliation be prepared on all bank accounts on a monthl3 basis and that all transactions be recorded not only in the manual register, but also in the General Ledger. AUTO ALLOWANCES 
During our audit of payroll related disbursements and reporting, we noted that the District is paying and reporting auto allowances as 1099 compensation. These amounts should have been included with other wages and shown on Forms 941 and W-2. We suggest that the District immediately begin reporting and paying these amounts properly.
